New  nuclear  treaty 
sought  with  Soviets 


MOSCOW  (AP)  -  Secretary 
of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger 
arrived  in  the  Soviet  Union 
Wednesday  to  try  to  settle  on 
guidelines  for  a  new  treaty 
limiting  offensive  nuclear 
weapons. 

If  Kissinger  succeeds  in  his 
mission,  the  guidelines  would 
be  ratified  by  President  Ford 
and  Leonid  I.  Brezhnev  at  a 
short  summit  next  month, 
probably  in  the  Soviet  far  east. 

A  second  major  topic  on 
Kissinger’s  agenda  is  the 
Arab-Israeli  dispute  in  the 
Middle  East.  He  will  also 
review  two  slow-paced 
East-West  conferences:  one  in 
Vienna  for  a  mutual  reduction 
of  forces  in  Europe  and  the 
other  in  Geneva  on  European 
security. 

The  3V4-day  visit  by  Kissinger 
is  considered  a  major  test  of 
Soviet  interest  in  a  nuclear 
arms  pact  and  in  detente 
generally. 

At  Vnukuvo  Airport,  where 
he  was  met  by  Soviet  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko, 
Kissinger  said:  “We  expect  to 
have  very  full,'  very  friendly, 
very  constructive  talks. 

A  senior  U.S.  official  told 
newsmen  on  the  flight  that 
Kissinger  now  has  a  unified 
U.S.  government  position  for 
negotiating  a  nuclear  weapons 
treaty.  He  said  differences 
with  the  Pentagon  have  been 
narrowed  and  Kissinger  now  is 
committed  to  try  to  work  out 
a  broad  agreement  instead  of 
concentrating  on  restricting

the  development  of  missiles 
with  multiple  warheads. 

The  Soviets  are  said  to  have 
taken  a  conciliatory  stand  in 
lower-level  talks  that  opened 
in  Geneva  last  month.  The  idea 
of  a  Ford-Brezhnev  meeting  in 
advance  of  next  summer’s 
summit  in  Washington  was 
broached  by  Moscow. 

On  the  day  of  Kissinger’s 
arrival,  the  Soviets  announced 
successful  completion  of 
rocket  tests  over  the  Pacific. 
The  U.S.  Defense  Department, 


which  monitored  the  tests, 
said  the  rockets  flew  5,000 
miles  and  were  apparently  part 
of  the  Soviet  effort  to  develop 
multiwarhead  missiles. 

Officials  said  there  were  no 
official  functions  ,on 
Kissinger’s  program 
Wednesday  night,  and 
indicated  he  would  begin  talks 


with  Brezhnev  Thursday 
morning.

Dean  said  there  was  an  overlap  in  his  mind  about  meetings 
held  on  Feb.  27,  28,  March  1  and  March  13. 

At  that  point  Wilson  attempted  to  place  the  Senate  transcript 
into  evidence  and  the  judge  sent  the  jury  from  the  room. 

Sirica  told  the  lawyers  he  planned  to  let  Wilson  proceed  with 
Dean’s  questioning  and  then  let  prosecutor  James  F.  Neal  allow 
Dean  to  make  the  same  explanation  about  the  overlapping 
meetings. 

“I  always  want  to  be  respectful,”  said  Wilson,  “but  I  think 
that’s  palpably  unfair.”

Sirica  then  suggested  that  recordings  of  Feb.  27,  28  and 
March  13  be  played  for  the  jury  if  all  the  defense  lawyers 
waived  objections.  The  normal  procedure  is  that  a  participant  in 
a  conversation  must  vouch  that  the  tape  is  authentic. 

“I  don’t  want  to  put  you  in  position  of  taking  unfair 
advantage  over  anybody,”  Sirica  said  to  Wilson. 

“I  object  to  it,”  Wilson  shouted. 

Slapping  his  hand  on  the  bench,  Sirica  said,  “Now  listen,  just 
a  minute.

No  one  will  be  dozing  in 
today’s  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  meeting  at  10  a.m.  in 
388  ELWC  as  council  members 
will  be  discussing  the  budget, 
an  Army  ROTC  proposal  and  a 
constitutional  revision  report. 

In  last  week’s  meeting,  the 
council  postponed  a  $2,500 
proposal  for  the  Army  ROTC 
drill  teams  and  suggested  that 
further  investigation  be 
conducted.  A  progress  report 
will  be  heard  today. 

Council  members  will  also 
discuss  an  approved  proposal 
to  cut  $5,000  from  the  budget 
of  the  College  Council.  This 
action  was  later  vetoed  by 
ASBYU  President  Reid 
Robison. 

The  College  Council,  which 
works  under  the  direction  of 
the  office  of  executive  vice 
president,  has  an  annual 
budget  of  $25,000,  which  it 
can  appropriate  to  projects  it 
feels  are  worthy. 

Bill  Kostrewski,  College 
Council  chairman  reported 
that  almost  every  member  of 
the  council  will  be  present  at 
the  meeting  to  show  his 
support  and  oppose  the  budget 
cut. 


Bill  Skokas,  chairman  of  the 
Constitutional  Revision 
Committee,  will  also  be 
present  at  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  to  report 
the  findings  of  the  group 
which  has  been  studying  the 
constitution  since  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year. 


The  Provo  City  Commission 
signed  two  contracts  totaling 
$392,749  with  Nielson-Scott 
Corp.  in  its  Tuesday  night 
meeting. 

The  contracts  involve 
construction  of  the  Center 
Street  Beautification  Project. 

The  awarding  of  the 
contracts  to  Nielson-Scott 
opened  the  way  for 
construction  of  planters, 
crosswalks,  turn  lanes,  kiosks 
and  other  improvement  items 
on  Center  Street  in  downtown 
Provo. 

According  to  Leland 
Gammett,  a  planner  for  the 
city,  a  pre-construction 
conference  will  be  held  with 
the  construction  company  on 
Tuesday.  At  that  time,  the 
starting  date  for  construction 
of  the  first  block  of  the 
project  will  be  set. 

One  of  the  contracts  was 
signed  by  the  commission  in 
its  capacity  as  the  Community 
Redevelopment  Commission 
for  Provo.  It  will  be  paid  for 
with  federal  funds. 

The  redevelopment  contract 
involves  all  the  work  that  will 
be  done  in  the  center  of  the 
street,  including  crosswalks, 
which  will  be  constructed  with 
a  different  material  from  the 
street  for  permanent  contrast, 
according  to  Gammett. 

The  redevelopment  agency  is 
also  responsible  for  most  of 
the  tree  plantings  along  Center 
Street. 

The  other  contract  involves 
the  Special  Improvements 
District  and  will  be  funded  by 
the  downtown  merchants  at  an 
assessment  of  about  $50  per 


foot  of  frontage  on  Center 
Street,  according  to  Wayne 
H  i  llier,  Provo  city 
commissioner. 

The  special  improvements 
contract  includes  planters, 
kiosks,  benches,  bicycle  racks 
and  other  improvements  along 
the  sides  of  the  street. 

It  also  includes  the  work 
done  on  the  blocks  between 
400  and  500  West  and 
between  University  Ave.  and 


100  East,  which  will  not  have 
center  dividers,  Gammett  said. 

The  city  will  ask  for  new 
bids  on  the  sprinkling  system 
for  the  project  and  will 
probably  not  make  a  final 
decision  for  about  15  days, 
Gammett  said. 

The  city  is  still  hopeful  of 
completing  the  first  block  of 
the  project  before 
Thanksgiving,  he  added. 


Reorganization  Act  signed 
Oct.  11,  establishing  the 
Energy  Research  and 
Development  Administration 
-  (ERDA),  Congress  cited 
solar  energy  as  a  candidate  for 
priority  development. 

In  contrast,  of  the  7,  124 
employes  assigned  to  the  new 
agency,  only  49  are  working 
on  solar  energy,  geothermal 
energy,  advanced  auto  engines 
and  other  new  concepts. 

To  construct  ERDA, 
Congress  took  apart  the 
2 8 -year-old  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  but  so  much  of 
AEC  was  transferred  to  ERDA 
that  atomic  programs  appear  o 
2e  imwaggli.  cent  of  its 
manpower. 

Rather  than  a  godlike 
creation  of  order  out  of  chaos, 
ERDA  resembles  one  of  the 
AEC’s  atomic  reactions,  where 
a  heavy  nucleus  absorbs  a  few 
stray  particles  and  spits  out  a 
little  piece  of  itself. 

In  the  Reorganization  Act, 
the  AEC  is  the  heavy  nucleus. 

From  its  $4.2  billion  budget 
and  5,988  employes,  the  AEC 
is  emitting  a  particle  carrying 
$140  million,  1,900  employes 
and  the  job  of  licensing  and 


jgulating  atomic  power 
facilities. 

That  particle  is  to  start  an 
independent  new  life  as  the 
Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission. 

In  return,  the  remaining 
bulk  of  AEC  absorbs  scattered 
fragments  chipped  off  other 
agencies. 

The  largest  is  the  Interior 
Department’s  Office  of  Coal 
Research,  with  222  employes 
and  a  $28 3-million  budget, 
joined  by  the  energy 
production  research  activities 
of  Interior’s  Bureau  of  Mines 
with  865  employes  and  $81 
million. 

Together,  these  atomic  and 
coal  program  comprise  about 
99  per  cent  of  the  budget  and 
manpower  transferred  to 
ERDA. 

ERDA  also  absorbs 
Interior’s  research  on 
underground  electric  power 
transmission;  the  National 
Science  Foundation’s  research 
on  solar  and  geothermal 
energy;  and  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency’s  research 
on  advanced  auto  engines. 

These’  other  programs  . 
contribute  to  ERDA  a  grand 
total  of  $50  million  and  49 
employes  according  to  a  White 
House  fact-sheet. 

The  bias  is  not  surprising, 
reflecting  only  the  priorities 
assigned  to  atomic  power  and 
more  recently  coal,  by 
Congress  over  past  years. 


W.  German  asks 
U.S.  to  cut  oil  use 

BONN,  Germany  (AP)  -  Finance  Minister  Hans  Apel  says  the 
United  States  must  set  an  effective  example  to  its  Western  allies 
and  start  cutting  back  on  petroleum  use  as  a  means  of  stabilizing 
oil  prices. 

He  suggested  that  Western  industrial  countries  form  a  solid 
bloc  to  deal  with  the  price  crisis. 

Otherwise,  Apel  said  in  an  interview  with  The  Associated 
Press,  prices  could  continue  rising  to  a  point  of  economic 
catastrophe  and  this  could  lead  to  military  conflict. 

“When  nations  are  hopeless,  everything  might  happen  ...”  he 
said.  “But  we  have  not  yet  reached  that  stage;  on  the  contrary 
we  are  far  away  from  there. 

“We  should  much  rather  use  normal  weapons.  That  means 
reduce  oil  consumption,  help  each  other  and  demonstrate  that 
we  are  one  bloc,  that  we  are  a  club.  My  big  question  is  whether 
these  American  and  West  European  industrialized  states  will  be 
ready  to  create  this  club,”  Apel  continued. 

“If  the  United  States  sets  an  example  in  reducing  oil 
consumption,  an  effective  example,  then  I’m  sure  that 
everybody  will  follow  and  even  this  country  will  be  ready  to 
follow.” 

Apel  said  even  West  Germany,  with  its  booming  exports  and 
success  in  fighting  inflation  fueled  by  fourfold  oil  price  rises, 
could  not  digest  any  significant  new  oil  price  hike  and  would  be 
plunged  into  “a  strong  deficit.” 

In  the  50-minute  interview,  Apel  expressed  a  belief  that  it  was 
in  the  interests  of  oil  producers  themselves  to  stabilize  their 
prices  and  recycle  their  vast  oil  profits  as  loans  or  investments  to 
consumer  nations  requiring  funds  to  plug  payments  deficits.

WASHINGTON  -  The  Republican  National  Committee 
estimates  it  will  spend  at  least  $750,000  this  year  on  political 
activities  of  the  White  House,  including  President  Ford’s  recent 
campaign  trips. 

Neither  the  White  House  nor  the  GOP  committee,  however, 
could  estimate  what  portion  of  the  $750,000  would  be  used  for 
the  trips  themselves. 

GOP  Comptroller  Rodney  Smith  said  each  trip  costs  about  $4 
a  mile,  including  the  maintenance  and  fueling  of  the  presidential 
plane,  the  in-flight  costs  and  hotel  bills.

PORTLAND,  Ore.  —  Bonneville  Power  Administration  (BPA) 
continued  increased  helicopter  patrols  over  its  electrical 
transmission  lines  Wednesday,  especially  in  the  Portland  area,  to 
try  to  prevent  their  being  blown  up.

can  help  in  adjustment

Coming  to  the  United  States 
and  BYU  can  be  an  unsettling 
experience  for  a  foreign 
student.  The  1,200  foreign 
students  at  BYU  come  from  all 
over  the  world,  bringing  with 
them  many  different  languages 
and  customs. 

To  help  these  students 
better  adjust,  the  International 
Student  Office  has  a  basic 
philosophy  which  is,  according 
to  the  director,  Dwayne  N. 
Andersen,  to  give  “assitance 
and  guidance  to  help  develop 
the  whole  person  in  a  setting 
providing  for  spiritual,  social, 
physical  and  intellectual 
growth.” 

Andersen  said  his  office  has 
certain  objectives  to  support 
his  philosophy. 

The  first  objective,  he  said, 
“is  to  attend  to  all  matters 
related  to  foreign  students 
obtaining  and  maintaining 
legal  status  while  studying  at 
BYU.” 

To  accomplish  this  goal, 
Andersen  pointed  out  that  his 
office  can  “exercise  the 
commission  given  to  the 
university  by  the  U.S. 
government  to  recommend 
eligible  students  for  extension 
of  stay  and  renewal  pf 
passports.” 

Until  early  this  year,  the 
office  issued  summer 
off-campus  work  permits'. 
However,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Immigration  now  denies 
summer  off-campus  work 
permits  to  foreign  students. 
The  International  Student 
Office  is  hopeful  that  the 
suthority  to  issue  permits  will 
be  restored,  said  TreVor  L. 
Christensen,  assistant  director 
of  the  office. 

Finding  work  is  a  problem, 
Andersen  noted.  “Since  there 


is  no  guarantee  a  student  can 
work  part  time,  work  cannot 
be  used  as  a  part  of  a  student’s 
financial  plan.”  He  added  that 
students  must  have  money  to 
support  themselves  without 
work  before  they  can  be 
accepted  at  BYU. 

Another  objective  of  the 
office,  Andersen  said,  is  to 
establish  an  effective  program 
that  will  assist  the  foreign 
student  in  obtaining  the  most 
out  of  his  spiritual  and 
educational  experience  at 
BYU. 

As  part  of  this  goal,  he 
added,  “we  plan  to  organize  a 
program  for  graduates  this 
year,  to  assist  in  preparing 
them  for  the  adjustments  they 
will  have  to  make  as  they; 
return  to  their  home  lands.” 

Also,  Andersen  said  he 
hopes  “to  organize  the 
community  so  foreip  students 
have  an  opportunity  to  get 
acquainted  with  American 
family  life  as  well  as  American 
culture. 

Another  goal  of  the  office, 
Andersen  said,  is  to  “maintain 
appropriate  records  so  lists  and 
information  can  be  provided 
to  governmental  agencies  and 
authorized  individuals.” 

Sometimes  the  religious 
transition  for  students  is 
difficult,  said  Andersen.  Many 
foreign  students  come  from 
areas  where  Mormons  are  a 
very  small  minority,  and  the 
wards  and  branches  are  small 
and  sometimes  isolated. 

Many  of  these  foreign 
church  members  are  very 
enthusiastic  about  the  gospel, 
and  after  coming  to  a  Mormon 
area  such  as  Provo,  some  feel 
that  members  here  are 
somewhat  apathetic  about 
religion.  This  may  result  in 
some  foreign  students 
becoming  inactive  in  the 
church,  Andersen  explained.

Because  of  this  problem  and 
others,  Andersen  said  the  BYU 
Spanish  and  Asian  branches 
have  been  organized  to  give 
foreign  students  a  chance  to  be 
active  in  those  branches. 

The  International  Student 
Office  also  helps  the  foreign 
student  overcome  the  stresses 
and  strains  of  being  put  into  a 
foreign  academic  community. 

Many  of  these  students 
come  with  problems  in 
language  and  schooling.  As  a 
result,  the  International 
Student  Office  provides 
counseling  to  help  students 
keep  up  with  the  academic 
work  load. 

They  also  come  from 
cultures  that  have  strong 


family  bonds  which  they  can 
rely  on  to  help  solve  problems. 
Coming  to  BYU,  they  no 
longer  can  rely  on  these  family 
ties  for  help,  so  they  must  go 
elsewhere  for  help,  Andersen 
said. 

The  International  Student 
Office  tries  to  give  these 
students  the  help  they  need. 
Also,  it  is  an  organization  to 
identify  with  and  give  them  a 
sense  of  belonging,  he  said. 

The  students  come  from 
countries  with  a  rich  cultural 
heritage.  Getting  an 
educational  and  spiritual 
training  at  BYU,  they  can 
become  a  major  asset  to  the 
church  and  to  their  own  home 
lands,  Andersen  concluded.

the  Foundation  has  provided 
at  approved  universities 
four-year  scholarships  to  men 
and  women  who  intend  to 
pursue  careers  in  insurance 
after  graduation. 

Boyd  Worthington,  director 
of  financial  aids  and  in  charge 
of  scholarships,  said  the 
program  is  designed  “to  get 
students  involved  with  the 
insurance  business.” 

He  said  there  are  two  basic 
qualifications  to  receive  a 
scholarship.  First,  the 
company  prefers  freshmen  and 
sophomore  students  rather 
than  juniors  and  seniors.  The 
reason  for  this  is  the  insurance 
company  would  like 
prospective  insurance  people 
“to  have  at  least  two 
summers”  of  on-the-job 
insurance  training. 

Under  the  direction  of  the 
foundation,  during  the 
summer  students  are  sent 
either  to  the  home  office  in 
Long  Grove,  Ill.,  or  to  a 
branch  of  the  Kemper  offices 
throughout  the  United  States. 
There  they  are  exposed  to 
career  opportunities  in 
insurance.  To  help  the 
students  during  the  summer 
internships,  students  are  paid  a 
monthly  wage  of  $425. 

In  addition  to  the  summer 
training  plan,  students  must 
maintain  high  academic 
standards  and  character  traits. 

The  program  requires 
incoming  freshmen  to  have  a 
high  school  GPA  of  at  least  2.2 
of  4.0  and  maintain  a  college 


GPA  of  2.5  or  better.  As  with 
any  financial  award,  “The 
higher  the  GPA,  the  better  the 
chances  of  them  receiving  a 
scholarship,”  Worthington 
said. 

Along  with  academic 
requirements,  students  must 
pass  an  interview  conducted 
by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Webster, 
executive  director  of  the 
James  S.  Kemper  Foundation. 

Dr.  Webster  comes  to  BYU 
once  a  year  in  early  December 
to  interview  all  students 
competing  for  the  Kemper 
scholarships.  Worthington  said 
Dr.  Webster  looks  for  high 
character,  leadership  abilities, 
mature  personality  and 
compatibility  with  others. 

After  a  student  has  been 
chosen,  he  is  required  to 
submit  a  parent’s  confidential 


financial  statement.  The 
university  then  determines  the 
needs  of  the  student  and  sends 
its  recommendations  to  the 
Kemper  Foundation. 

The  student  is  then  awarded 
a  scholarship  from  the  Kemper 
Foundation  according  to  his 
financial  needs.  “A  scholarship 
can  run  up  to  $900  per  school 
year,”  Worthington  said. 

Since  the  program  began  at 
BYU  in  1962,  the  Kemper 
Foundation  has  awarded 
approximately  50  scholarships. , 

Worthington  said  anyone 
interested  in  applying  for  a 
Kemper  Foundation 
Scholarship  should  go  to  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  in  the 
Administration  Building,  or  go 
to  the  College  Advisement 
Center  in  the  College  of 
Business.

(AP)  A 
test  still  in  experimental  stages 
has  been  87  per  cent  accurate 
in  detecting  cancer  in  humans, 
say  scientists  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.

Twenty  hours  later, 
an  instrument  measures  the 
amount  of  radioactive  carbon 
dioxide  exhaled. 

The  test  is  based  on  the 
known  fact  that  cancer 
reduces  the  body’s  stores  of 
fat,  said  Dr.  Giovanni  G.  Costa 
Tuesday.  He  said  the  presence 
of  radioactive  carbon  dioxide 
above  certain  levels  seems  to 
indicate  the  presence  of 
tumors  in  the  body  because  it 
indicates  the  fat  in  the  capsule 
has  been  broken  down. 

Fat  is  composed  of  carbon, 
hydrogen  and  oxygen.  Its 
breakdown  produces  water 
and  carbon  dioxide.  Making 
the  carbon  in  the  fat  capsule 
radioactive  allows  it  to  be 
traced. 

Costa  said  the  test  has  been 
given  over  the  past  30  months 
to  about  160  people-healthy 
volunteers,  known  cancer 
patients,  patients  with  diseases 
other  than  cancer  and  patients 
with  disorders  not  yet 
diagnosed.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  U.S. 
District  Judge  Charles  R. 
Richey  issued  an  amended 
order  Tuesday  relaxing  slightly 
the  freeze  he  had  put  on 
former  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon’s  presidential  papers. 

Richey  kept  his  requirement 
that  the  papers  and  tapes  be 
kept  in  Washington  at  least 
temporarily  but  he  opened 
them  up  to  former  White 
House  staff  members  being 
tried  or  investigated  in  the 
Watergate  cases. 

The  judge  also  said  the 
papers  could  be  opened  to 
government  officials  ‘‘for  the 
purposes  of  current 
government  business”  with 
President  Ford’s  consent  and 
notification  of  Nixon’s 
lawyers.

Former  Greek  dictator 
arrested,  exiled  to  Kea 


ATHENS,  Greece  (AP)  — 
Former  dictator  George 
Papadopoulos  and  four  of  his 
closest  associates  have  been 
arrested  and  exiled  to  a  remote 
part  of  Greece  on  charges  of 
plotting  to  regain  power,  the 
government  announced  today. 

The  announcement  said 
those  arrested  with 
Papadopoulos  were  his  former 
deputy  premiers,  Stylianos 
Patakos  and  Nicholas 
Makarezos;  one  of  the 


hard-line  ministers  in  his 
regime,  Ioannis  Ladas;  and  the 
former  chief  of  the  central 
intelligence  agency,  Michael 
Roufogalis. 

Authoritative  sources  said 
the  five  men  were  taken  to  the 
small  island  of  Kea,  about  60 
miles  southeast  of  Athens.

The  jailed  men,  all  former 
army  officers,  were  the  chief 
conspirators  in  the  colonels’ 
coup  in  April  1967  that  ended 
parliamentary  democracy  in 
Greece.  They  ran  Greece  until 
a  junta  of  generals  overthrew 
Papadopoulos  last  November 
in  the  wake  of  violent  student 
demonstrations.

BYU  hosts  tournament 
for  handball  enthusiasts 


BYU  linebacker  Larry  Carr  (67)  wrestles  UTEP  tailback  Ray  Holt  (25)  to  the  turf. 


Y’s  Carr  equals  consisted 


Fred  Whittingham,  BYU’s 
linebacker  coach,  calls  him  one 
of  the  most  consistent  players 
BYU  has  and  Whittingham 
adds  that  he  has  never  seen 
him  play  a  bad  game. 

Larry  “Otto”  Carr,  BYU’s 
middle  linebacker,  is  also 
highly  regarded  by  his 
teammates  who  elected  him 
their  defensive  captain  this 
year.  Carr  was  the  Cougars 
most  valuable  player  on 
defense  last  year  as  he 
accumulated  40  points  more 
than  his  nearest  teammate  in 
the  BYU  defensive  rating 
system. 

Carr  came  to  BYU  from 
Canoga  Park  High  School  in 
California  where  he  was 
all-league  as  center  and 
linebacker.  Carr  has  played  for 
Tom  Hudspeth  and  LaVell 
Edwards  at  BYU  and  he  lauds 
Edwards  for  his  work. 

“Coach  Edwards,”  said  Carr, 
“has  always  been  honest  with 
the  team  and  more  than  fair 
with  everybody.  He’s  always 
been  able  to  establish  a 
rapport  with  the  team.” 

If  Carr  thinks  highly  of  his 
coach,  then  Edwards  makes  it 
a  mutual  admiration  society. 

‘‘Larry,”  said  Coach 
Edwards,  “  is  one  of  the  finest 
football  players  we’ve  had  at 
BYU.  He  has  a  sixth  sense 
about  being  able  to  locate  the 
ball,  and  he  rarely  makes 
mistakes.” 

Locating  the  ball,  as  Carr  did 
last  year  against  UTEP,  when 
he  intercepted  a  pass  and  ran  it 
back  for  touchdown,  gave  Carr 
his  biggest  thrill  since  coming 
to  BYU. 


Aside  from  intercepting 
passes,  which  he’s  done  seven 
times  in  his  three  year  career, 
Larry  says  what  he  enjoys 
most  about  football  is 
“making  a  clean  tackle  by 
myself.” 

One  thing  that  would  endear 
Larry  to  his  coaches  is  his 
durability.  Since  1972  when 
he  began  his  career,  Carr  has 
only  missed  two  games,  those 
coming  last  year  when  he 
suffered  strained  knee 
ligaments.  The.  reason  that 
Carr  has  been  durable  hasn’t 
been  because  he  has  always 


managed  to  avoid  injury  but  as 
Coach  Edwards  says,  “Larry  is 
someone  who  will  play  when 
he’s  hurt.” 

Carr  doesn’t  take  losing  as 
lightly  as  the  bumps  and 
bruises  that  accompany  a 
football  game.  In  fact  he  says 
that  he  can’t  forget  a  loss  until 
he  starts  preparing  for  the  next 
game. 

Yet  it  was  a  tie  that  was  the 
biggest  disappointment  in 
Carr’s  life  to  date.  “I  was  never 
so  let  down  in  my  whole  life,” 
said  Carr,  “as  I  was  after  the 


Colorado  State  game  (the  33-33 
tie  earlier  this  year). 
“Everyone  was  so  up  and 
ready  that  it  was  hard  to 
believe  we  didn’t  win.” 

One  game  that  Carr  doesn’t 
expect  BYU  to  lose  or  tie  is 
this  Saturday’s  clash  with  the 
WAC  favorites,  the  Arizona 
Wildcats.  The  BYU  middle 
linebacker  has  been  studying 
game  films  of  the  Wildcats  and 
he’s  confident  of  a  Cougar 
victory. 

“The  way  our  defensive  line 
has  been  playing,”  said  Carr, 
“we  should  be  able  to  stop

Packers  get  Hadl 
in  big  NFL  trade

The  National  Football 
League  played  musical 
chairs— with  quarterbacks. 

By  the  time  the  game  was 
over,  four  clubs  had  new 
quarterbacks. 

The  Los  Angeles  Rams  had 
the  biggest  surprise  Tuesday, 
final  day  for  interclub 
trading— and  got  the  biggest 
reward,  five  draft  choices  from 
the  Green  Bay  Packers  from 
John  Hadl. 

That’s  right,  the  Rams 


traded  away  John  Hadl,  the 
quarterback  who  made  all  pro 
after  leading  them  to  a  12-2 
record  last  year.  Hadl  couldn’t 
get  the  Los  Angeles  offense  to 
move  this  year. 

It  meant  that  James  Harris’ 
promotion  to  starter  is 
permanent.  The  27-year-old 
black  quarterback  threw  three 
touchdown  passes  last  Sunday 
and  got  the  Los  Angeles 
offense  cracking  for  the  first 
time  in  1974. 

In  the  other  deals  involving 
quarterbacks,  Craig  Morton, 
the  disenchanted  Dallas 
,  Cowboy  backup  man,  was  sent 
to  the  New  York  Giants,  who 
dealt  journeyman  veteran 
I  Norm  Snead  to  the  San 
Francisco  49ers,  who  then 
traded  Joe  Reed  to  the  Detroit 
Lions. 

Archie  Manning,  however, 
stayed  with  the  New  Orleans 
Saints,  who  apparently 
couldn’t  make  the  right  deal 
for  their  quarterback  by  the  4 
p.m.,  EDT,  Tuesday  trading 
deadline,  even  though  he  was 
benched  last  week.  Manning 
had  been  on  the  trading  block, 
reliable  league  sources 
reported. 

In  the  day’s  other 
exchanges,  defensive  tackle 
Curley  Culp  and  a  1975  No.  1 
draft ,  choice  went  from  the 
Kansas  City  Chiefs  to  the 
Houston  Oilers  for  defensive 
tackle  John  Matuszak  and  a 
No.  1  draft  pick  for  1976. 
Cornerback  Jim  Marsalis  was 
dealt  by  the  Chiefs  to 
the  Denver  Broncos  in 
exchange  for  tackle  Tom 
Drougas  and  linebacker  Tom 
Graham. 

“John  Hadl’s  experience, 
ability  and  leadership  qualities 
should  be  of  great  value  to  the 
team,”  said  Dan  Devine,  the 
Packer  coach  and  general 
manager.  Devine,  however, 
indicated  he  still  plans  to  start 
Jack  Concannon  on  Sunday 
when  the  Packers  play  the 
Lions. 

To  get  Hadl,  the  Packers 
agreed  to  give  up  their  No.  1 
and  No.  2  draft  picks,  for  1975 
and  1976,  plus  a  No.  3  pick 
for  1975. 

The  Cowboys  swapped 
Morton  to  the  Giants  for  a  No. 

1  draft  pick  in  1975,  provided 
Morton  doesn’t  jump  to  the 
World  Football  League,  and 
Snead  was  sent  from  New 
York  to  the  49ers  for  two  high 
draft  picks,  one  in  1975  and 
the  second  in  1976. 

Morton  could  play  against 
the  Cowboys  on  Sunday  when 
the  Giants  entertain  Dallas  at 
New  Haven,  Conn. 

Morton,  as  well  as  three  of 
the  other  players  involved  in 
Tuesday’s  trading,  has  signed 
with  the  WFL. 

Morton,  however,  says  his 
contract  with  the  WFL  for  the 
1975  season  is  void  because  he 
had  a  no-move  clause  in  his 
deal  with  the  Houston  Texans, 
who  have  now  shifted  to 
Shreveport,  La.

It  is  comprised  of 
Doug  Terry,  director  of 
recreation  at  the  hospital, 
Brent  Reynolds,  director  of 
Patient  and  Public  Services, 
and  Mrs.  Melba  Carter, 
director  of  the  Utah  Chapter 
of  the  March  of  Dimes. 

TAPS  is  made  up  of 
volunteers  from  high  schools 
in  Utah  County.  According  to 
Mrs.  Carter,  this  is  the  first 
time  the  March  of  Dimes  has 
participated  directly  with  the 
Hospital  in  an  activity  of  this 
kind. 

According  to  Dave  Johnson, 
chief  of  staff  at  the  State 
Mental  Hospital,  employees, 
patients,  and  high  school 
students  have  been  working 
hand  in  hand  for  several  weeks 
to  put  the  spook  alley 
together.

Margarine  costs  rise, 
price  of  butter  reduced 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  In  parts 
of  the  nation  margarine  is  no 
longer  “the  lower-priced 
spread.” 

Rising  prices  for  corn  and 
soybean  oil,  margarine’s  major 
components,  have  reduced  the 
price  difference  between 
margarine  and  butter.  Many  of 
the  fancier  margarines  now

Bob  Anderson,  executive 
director  of  the  American 
Butter  Institute  in  Chicago, 
says  that  as  a  result  butter 
sales  nationwide  are  “very, 
very  good,”  with  many  dairies 
working  extra  shifts  to  meet 
the  demand. 

“Butter  sales  have  been 
encouraged  because  of  the 
close  relationship  in  prices,” 
Anderson  says.  “Still  there  are 
some  awfully  cheap 
margarines.” 

Industry  officials  say  that 
historically  butter  was  nearly 
three  times  the  price  of  the 
average  margarine.  But  in  the 
last  year,  crop  shortages  and 
commodity  speculation  have 
pushed  up  market  prices  for 
corn  and  soybean  oil. 

“I  can  remember  when  soy 
oil  sold  for  10  to  12  cents  a 
pound,”  says  one  margarine 
marker.  “Today  it’s  at  47 
cents  a  pound.” 

An  index  compiled  by  the 
U.S.  Agriculture  Department 
shows  that  margarine  prices 
have  more  than  doubled  in  the 
past  seven  years,  while  butter 
prices  have  remained  about  the 
same.

(AP)  —  George,  an 
aging  hippopotamus  whose  home  was  in  the 
path  of  a  superhighway,  lumbered  into  a 
moving  van  Tuesday  as  part  of  “Operation 
Noah’s  Ark.” 

Emerson’s  Wild  Animal  Farm  was 
moving- the  result  of  a  cross-country  effort  by 
school  children  and  businessmen  in  Waco,  Tex., 
to  give  a  small  zoo  a  home. 

The  hippo,  an  elephant,  a  zebra,  four  lions,  a 
tiger  and  a  clutch  of  monkeys  will  make  the 
40-hour  trip  from  this  Hartford  suburb,  ending 
a  year’s  search  by  Ralph  Emerson,  the 
68-year-old  owner  of  Emerson’s  Wild  Animal 
Farm. 

The  Central  Texas  Zoological  Society,  which 
runs  the  Waco  zoo,  jumped  at  Emerson’s  offer 
to  donate  his  small  collection.  David  Carnahan, 
the  society’s  president,  called  Waco’s  operation 
a  “poor  man’s  zoo.” 

“To  go  out  and  build  an  expanded  zoo  and 


buy  the  animals  and  pay  shipping  and  building 
facilities  would  cost  a  lot  of  money.  We  just 
wouldn’t  have  been  able  to  afford  it.  It’s  going 
to  be  a  real  bonanza  to  us.  We  don’t  have  a 
zebra,  or  a  hippo  or  a  Sumatra  tiger  or  some  of 
the  monkey  species.” 

Emerson’s  farm  was  acquired  by  the  state  a 
year  ago  for  construction  of  Interstate  291 
around  Hartford.  The  25-year-old  farm  has 
been  closed  since  then. 

“We  never  made  a  great  deal  of  money  but 
we  made  a  lot  of  friends,”  Emerson  said.  “We 
hate  to  see  it  come  to  a  close.  It’s  a  heck  of  a 
thing  to  become  attached  to  animals.” 

The  $8,000  to  $9,000  bill  to  move  the 
animals  is  being  paid  partially  by  the  State  of 
Connecticut  and  partially  by  the  zoo  which 
sold  $10  family  memberships  and  recently 
sponsored  a  zoo  week  to  generate  interest  in 
the  move.

The  eight-week  program  will 
coordinate  student  internships 
in  offices  of  congressmen  and 
senators,  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  in  law  firms  active  in 
governmental  affairs  and  with 
important  lobby  groups. 

The  experience,  which  offers 
eight  credit  hours,  consists  of 
working,  attending  a  series  of 
briefings  and  discussing 
relevant  topics  in  workshops. 


Participants  are  selected  on 
the  basis  of  academic  standing, 
skills  and  the  amount  of 
motivation  they  have.  The 
students  who  are  selected  will 
be  under  the  leadership  of  J. 
Keith  Melville,  a  professor  in 
the  Political  Science 
Department. 

Students  who  are  accpeted 
into  the  program  will  be 
notified  soon  after  the  Nov.  30 
application  deadline  so  they 
can  preregister  for  a  current 
events  class. 

The  class,  Political  Science

government  situations  through 
intensive  readings  in  the  press 
and  in  books. 

The  actual  session  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  will  be  from 
April  28  through  June  19. 
Students  will  live  in 
dormitories  at  Trinity  College. 

Mondays  through  Thursdays 
are  spent  working  in  an  office, 
and  Fridays  are  spent  in 
briefings,  according  to  Jim 
Clark,  a  senior  in  economics 
from  McLean,  Va.,  who 
participated  in  the  program 
last  spring.

The  group  also  traveled  to 
see  historic  sights  in 
Philadelphia,  Williamsburg, 
Monticello  and  Mount  Vernon, 
and  some  also  went  to  New 
York.

Applications  are  now  being 
accepted  for  BYU  Emergency, 
a  new  club  being  formed  on 
campus  in  conjunction  with 
the  office  of  Student 
Community  Services. 

Robert  Hall,  vice  president 
of  Community  Services,  said 
the  BYU  Emergency  Club  will 
be  an  organization  of  trained 
personnel  with  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  and  improving 
emergency  medical  skills. 

He  added  that  an  additional 
goal  of  the  club  would  be  to 
encourage  an  emergency 
medical  technician  (EMT) 
training  program  on  campus. 

Hall  said,  “The  EMT  course 
is  a  course  that  provides  many 
necessary  skills  in  emergency 
care  which  can  save  many 
lives.” 

The  EMT  course,  which  is 
now  being  offered  at  Utah 
Technical  College,  was 
completed  by  Hall  who  is  now 
nationally  registered  as  an 
emergency  medical  technician.

Prospective  members  should 
have  at  least  certification  in 
advanced  first-aid  or  be  trained 
as  an  emergency  medical 
technician. 


Even  so,  the  USDA’s  Fats 
and  Oil  Situation  newsletter 
shows  the  average  price  in 
certain  cities  for  butter  at  90.5 
cents  a  pound,  and  57.5  cents 
a  pound  for  margarine. 

USDA  officials  explain  that 
the  lower-cost  soybean 
margarines  bring  the  average 
price  down.  Margarines  made 
from  corn  oil  are  more  costly. 

It’s  primarily  the  soft, 
corn-oil  margarines  which  are 
exceeding  butter  in  cost  in 
some  regions. 

“A  lot  of  people  are 
wondering  what’s  going  to 
happen  to  vegetable  oil 
prices,”  says  Stan  Gazelle  of 
the  USDA  economic  research 
service.  “We  think  they’re 
going  to  remain  strong  for  the 
next  12  to  18  months.”
